annual report to the- Secretary of 
Agriculture just made public, 


"Tho Forest Service has initiated 
this year nn important step toward 
the restoration

ests," declares the forester. 
"This 


Is a comprehensive study of the re- 
qulrero' its in protection and refor- 
estation necessary to keep 
forest 


lands productive in each important 
region -of tho United States. 
This 


study has been undertaken in co- 
operation with state foresters, tim- 
berlarid owners, representatives of 
forest 
industry organizations, and 


forest schools. Its purpose Is to put 
in concrete terms just what 'forestry 
regulations' mean, in the southern 
pine belt, Appalachian hardwoods, or 
tho Lake States. Instead of dealing 
in general terms, it will bring the 
forestry movement down to specific 
things which . re to done - in tho 
woods, as minimum standards. 
It 


will thus serve as the basis for any 
plan of public regulation of forest 
lands and aJso tud the landowner 
•who undertakes tho growing ot tim- 
ber crops on his own initiative."

Continuing on up the valley 
the Franklin passed Bennet's Well, 
named after the ill-fated party that 


I christened Death Valley, and 
near 


j Tule Spring (salt) passed the grave 
of a borax teamster who died there 
while piloting his team. 


Half way between Tule Spring and 


j Furnace Creek ranch the Franklin 
j reached the lowest elevation on the 
i trip, 274 feet below sea level, but 
j only/ a few miles distant the valley 
drops to :)37 feet, below the waves. 


I - It is .stated that the Automobile 
j Club of Southern California has sign- 
i ed the valley from Saratoga to Fur- 
nace Creek, so that adventurous mo- 
torists cannot become lost. But the 
upper end of the.valley, where the

By an elarj- 
orato system of air-washing and 
subsequent heating under pres-. 
sure, the air within the studio is 
now kept perfectly clear.

have not been ideal for interior 
photography. The air ia drawn

upon the idea of utilizing the mill 
race to the paper mill until the 
Ice began to break up in the river. 
It was in the mill race, therefore, " 
that we got most of the rescue 
scenes and the shot of Dick going 
to the rescue. 
The ice was sawed 
up into large squares by profes- 
sional ico men and the thickest 
of it was dynamited to "get open 
water to float the cakes carrying 
Miss Gish and Dick. 
When the 


c&kes were free we tied them- to- 
gether with wire cables so that 
they would; not float too far apart. 
The cameras were set up on the 
edg-e of the ice as near the floating 
ice as possible as it was Imprac- 
ticable to use a boat or raft and, 
after this ice began rb soften, the 
cameras were protected by barrel 
floats thrust, under the ice beneath 
where the cameras were set up. 
The cameras were also tied to 
the bank by wires, and ropes were 
run out every tea feet as life-sav- 
ers for the working crews in case 
the ice should break up without 
warning. 
Here let me say that " 
Mr. 'Griffith never asked any of us 
to take any risk he would not first 
take. 
He always tested out every- 
thing befqre he callod upon others 
to do it and there was not a single 
serious accident .during the entire 
job and with danger present every 
hour. 


Miss'Gish was the pra'mest little 
woman in the world. H was really 
pathetic to see the forlorn little 
creature huddled on a block of ice 
and the men pushing it off into 
the stream, but she never com- 
plained nor seemed to fear. 
But 
the cold w.as bitter and Miss Gish 
was bare-headed and bare-hand- 
ed and without a heavy outer coat 
so that it was necessary at inter- 
vals to bring her in and get her 
warm. 
Sometimes when the ice 
wouldn't behave she was almost 
helpless from cold., but she imme- 
diately reacted and never seemed 
to suffer any great distress. 


"We had doubles for both Miss 
Gish and Mr. Barthlemess, but 
never used them. 
One day we 
had to shoot some stuff with Mr. 
Barthlemess, but when all was 
ready we found he was away with 
Mr. Griffith on another location. 
The scene had to be shot, "for the 
ice was going out and when the 
substitute 
was 
called 
for 
he 


flunked. 
The stunt was to drift 
with the ice down toward the falls, 
jumping from cake to cake when- 
ever possible. 
An old suspension 
bridge spanned the 
river just 
above the falls and we had a man 
stationed every ten feet with ropes 
hanging do.wn into the water, so 
that the man on the Ice could 
catch the ropes as the ice drifted 
under. 
There .was some risk, or 
course, but not one in a hundred 
to' miss. 
The brave substitute, 
however, departed for New Torfc 


, and in our extremity Elmer Clif- 
ton donned the "big bearskin coat 
of Mr. Barthlemess and did the 
stunt. 
"We caught him at the 
bridge with the ropes after an 
exciting trip with ten cameras on 
the firing line and the stuff was 
perfect. 
. Shooting the close-ups in the 
mill race was dangerous "work, as 
the watsr was swift and treacher- 
ous. 
It was an .engineering- feat 


of no mean cleverness to make 
the ice act right at the right time, 
while the.problems of the camera- 
men were endless. 
It was like 
shooting at flying targets with a 
rifle while standing on one foot 
on a. pinnacle or on a. slippery log 
over quicksand. 
The light was 
horrible( the weather cold and the 
winds raw, but the most annoying 
thing was the constant and terrify- 
ing grinding and washing- of tne 
ice, which kept one's nerves on 
edge every minute. 
Also the falls 
were roaring in our ears and the 
ice. was disintegrating, 
but by 
herculean labor we shot the stuff 
and the whole world knows that 
It was good. 
To my mind, not only th* lea 
stuff, but the entire picture "Was a. 
triumph of the cameraman, 
for, 
•without liis courage, . resourceful- 
ness, energy and loyalty, '"Way 
Down East" never could have teen 
filmed as it was.

KERENSKY'S CRISIS. 


The Kerensky-KornilofC break oc- 


curred in the following manner: • M. 
N. Lvoff, former .procurator of the 
Holy Synod (who should not be con- 
tused with,Prince LvofC, former pres- 
ident of trie ministry), after several 
conversations with Kerensky, went 
tOiGeneral'Korniloff and proposed to 
him that he and Kerensky combine 
against the constantly and alarming- 
ly "growing power of the Bolshlvlks, 
who were working through tho Coun- 
cil of Workmen's; Soldiers' and Peas- 
ants' Deputies. While Lvoff did not 
specifically state to Kornlloft that he 
represented"- Kerensky, It is never- 
theless 'probable that he allowe'd 
him to gain that Impression. As a 
matter of fact, Kerensky had not 
authorized him to represent him, or 
to make such a proposal. He was 
acting entirely on his own responsi- 
bility. General Kornlloft replied that 
lie'would enter Into such an under- 
taking with Kerensky provided he, 
Kornlloff, were placed at the head 
of. tho government; that he would 
have no objection to Kerensky oc- 
cupying his former post as minister 
of justice or to Savinkoft being min- 
ister of war. 


Kerensky, amazed at this sweep- 


ing proposal, which came without 
warning or provocation as far as ho 
was aware, called General Kornllolt 
on the long-distance/ telephone at 
his military 
headquarters and; in- 


quired whether Lvoff was, his rep- 
resentative and authorized by ,him 
to make the proposal ho had just 
made. KornHoft, without even'tak- 
Ing tho precaution to ask Kerensky 
to state the proposal made by Lvoft, 
replied in the affirmative. Kerensky, 
his pride wounded' and greatly in- 
censed, ordered Lvoff placed under 
arrest and notinccl General JCornllofT 
that he was'rello*ed of his command 
and should regard hlmsolf as under 
arrest. 
Kornlloit, enrage'd at this 


reception of his reply to; the pro- 
posal Which, as he believed, had be'on 
sent him by Kerensky, retaliated by 
issuing a proclamation in which he 
announced his intention of marching 
his army against Potrograd and seiz- 
ing the governmental power.—From

€asttern Show

OOD news, good, folk, 
on 
this crisp Christmas day! 
Roi Partridge, one 
o£ 
our own—etcher, artist- 
citizen of Oakland and in- 
structor in art in -Mills 
College—has lifted a prize. 


Our. own writer, Irving, born when 
George Washington became our first 
president, gives us his own keen de- 
light in Christmas celebrations. To 
express it ln'his\own words,-he says, 
"There is nothing in England that 
exercises a more delightful spell over 
my imagination than the . lingorings 
of the holiday customs and rural 
games of former times." 
With this feeling he has given us 
a memorable description of his ex- 
perience at Bracebrldge Hall. 
It will be remembered that he was 
traveling in England during the win- 
ter and making a tour in Yorkshire 


Christmas. 
Arriving at an inn '-he 
chanced to meet Frank Bracebridge-, 
a "young gentleman," with whom he 
had 
onco 
Journeyed 
in 
Europe. 
Bracebridge promptly Invited Irving 
to his ancestral! home a few miles 
distant where his father would keep 
Christmas '. In "old fashioned style. 
The manor was some distance some 


. 


aloof from the more 
progressive 


spirit of the cities. Bracebridge's 
father, "being: a representative of the 
oldest family, in the neighborhood, 
and a great part of the peasantry 
being his tenants, is much looked to 
and, 
in general, was known simply 


by the appellation of The 'Squire; a 
title which had been accorded to 
the head of the family since time im- 
memorial." 


As Irving ind his friend came near 
tho Hall the sound of music and 
dancing greeted them from the serv- 
ants' end of the building, "where a 
great deal of revelry was permitted." 
So jpyous was the mirth that young- 
Bracebridgo had to ring, repeatedly 
before gaining entrance. As soon as 
they were announced 
the 
elder 
'Squire came forward and greeted 
them warmly and they were ushered 
at once into the central hall and in- 
troduced to the company composed 
of different branches of the large 
family. 


The evening was spent in games 
by stage-coach on the' day before and songs led by the droll Master 


Simon while the "old 'Squire (was) 
seated in his hereditary elbowchair, 
by the hospitable fireside of his an- 
cestors and looking around him like 
the sun of a system, beaming warmth 
and gladness to erery ' heart." The 
old 'Squire adhered to the custom of 
having his own minstrels and so 
music was soon had for the dancing.

lie rose and dressed ciuickly .and 
opening his door suddenly he "beheld 
one of the. most beautiful Httle fairy 
groups that a painter could imagine.

This period of 
history was fraught with political and

-lay.the controversies were -of the 
.-ast and Christmas was in vogue. As 
a consequence Irving finds much 
amusement in the church service at 
Bracebridge Hall because the sermon 
wrangled over a question which had 
been settled ovar a century before. 
"The parson," wrote Irving, "gave 
us a most erudite sermon on the 
rites and ceremonies"of Christmas— 
supporting .the correctness of his 
opinions by the earliest usages of th'e 
church and enforcing- them by the 
authorities.-.'-._-.,• - Ho kindled into 
warmth with the ardour of his con- 
test, and the host of imaginary foes 
with whom he .had to combat. . . ." 
The parson further exhorted the 


congregation- to celebrate Christmas 
-in the traditional manner of their 
forefathers and to make merry. The 
congregation needed no further urg- 
ing, for, as soon as- the service was 
over, they promptly made merry with 
greetings and hand shaking, dancing 
and singing until time for the Christ- 
inas Dinner.'

Notice that the government is to sell the old 


subrraasury on Commercial street recalls some- 
thing of the vicissitudes and history of that build- 
ing. The mint was erected on Fifth street nearly 
fifty years ago. There must be" many old-timers to 
remember that prior to the completion and 
occupancy of the new quarters the United States 
mint was located in this comparatively insig- 
nificant building on Commercial street. 
Being 


of three stories it was subsequently occupied on 
the main floor by the subtreasury, on the second 
by the United States Land Office arfd on the 
third by the office of the United States Suneyor 
General. The fire of 190(5 utterly destroyed life 
superstructure, with the records of the three 
offices: but there were elaborate vaults, which 
had been necessitated by the mint, and which were 
afterwards used by the subtrea.sury. At the time 
of Ihe fire these vaults contained «ome thirty 
millions in coin and bullion. 
Such a hig cache 


in such a scene of desolation was unprecedented. 
Tlold-up men couldn't operate direct to obtain 
it, but burglars are ingenious and industrious;

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—THE KNAVE: Anent 


the article last week concerning the removal ot, 
the State capital from Benicia to Sacramento, 
while it is to be said that that T\as the last re- 
moval,' it was not the last agitation for removal. 
There are many •who •will remember the furore of 
1S93. The Legislature was about to adjourn. As 
usual it had done some things that might have 
been left undone, and omitted to do some^ that 
were expected, and had finished up the odds and 
ends of the session, when the Sacramento Bcc 
came out with its famous ''Thank God" editorial. 
It thanked God from the'Sacramento standpoint 
that the legislators and their followers were 
about to betake themselves away, aud it thanked 
God in behalf of the State of California that, 
while they had not performed creditably, there 
would now be surcease from their menace'for a 
spell. The Legislature had almost adjourned, but 
not quite, and this blast revitalized it into highly 
indignant session. 
There had been complaint 


on the 
part 
of 
sensitive 
legislators that 


they had not found il cordial at the capital; that 
they seemed to be regarded as pariahs, and their 
presence a necessary contamination; that not as 
much regard had. been shown for their comfort as 
might properly have been shown at a State capital 
to a body elected to make laws. This was in 
fhe nature of the last straw. So instead of ad- 
journing promptly as they were expected to do 
they gave rein to their wrath by resolving that 
the capital of California be removed from Sacra- 
mento. Tt was a bombshell, indeed. But that it 
was no) a bluff was attested by an invitation for 
lenders for grounds in other locations, and .funds 
wherewith to erect State buildings. Several such 
tenders were forthcoming, that from San Jose 
seeming the most favorable. 
Sa^ramenlo was 


beside herself over the prospect, and the Bee had 
a worryful time endeavoring to right ilself. But 
as (here was not another session of the Legislature 
for two years, as many of those summarily for 
this removal would not be returned to the next 
session: as Sacramentans bestirred themselves 
to correct some of the conditions that had been 
angrily charged against them, and ns the tax- 
payers' interest—whatever that is—was against 
the removal, which would naturally have entailed 
new, burdens of expense, 
the proposal was 


dropped.

Waldrop Finned 


T find in Musical Antcnva. December 10, a piece 


Of San Francisco news that was not promulgated 
by the press here. It is (old in a San Francisco 
despatch of December 3 as follows: '-Uda Wal- 
drop. the official city organist since the depart- 
ure of Edwin U. Lernare, was recently forced to 
p:iy a fifle of §;;00 to the San-Francisco Musicians' 
Union, Ko. G, for lm\ ing played the city organ at 
three concerts without having been accompanied 
by '-tliirfy pieces'1 (orchestra), aj: provided by 
the local musicians' union rules. The fact that 
the fine was imposed and paid has just come to 
light, although the concerts at which Mr. Waldrop 
transgressed took place several months ago. Mr. 
Waldrop contracted to play at an automobile 
show at the Exposition auditorium. After having 
agreed to play he was notified by the union dial' 
unless a thirty-piece band or orchestra was also 
hired he would have to pay a fine of §100 per 
concert or forfeit his membership in the union. 
Since he was widely advertised as an attraction 
for the show, and being in honor bound to keep 
the agreement, Waldrop paid the fine. Supervisor 
J. Emmet Hayden, as chairman of the municipal 
organ committee, has stated that the rules and 
restrictions which the local musicians' union im- 
poses upon its members are of no concern to the 
city. Whereupon has arisen a controversy over 
the question whether the Municipal Auditorium 
shall be under the control of the union.1' 
New Church Organ 


The first recital on the new organ at the First 


Congregational Church 
(December 16) 
vindi- 


cated the judgment of Uda Waldrop, who pre- 
sided at the keyboard. Incidentally, this is,the 
only church in this city which has two organs 
built into the edifice. When the structure was 
planned, during the pastorate of the Kev. Charles 
F. Aked, Waldrop was selected to play it and 
direct the choir. He warned the church people 
during its construction that the manner in which 
the organ was being put in would militate against 
its tone and volume, and after vainly endeavoring 
to evoke the nrasic which the instrument should 
have yielded, he resigned. With the coming of the 
Eev. James L. Gordon to the pastorate efforts 
went forward for the installation of a more suit- 
able instrument, which should have the additional 
feature of cathedral chimes.
